It  was  not  there- 
fore any  difference  of  opinion  between  the  se 
cretary  and  the  general  that  was  submitted  to 
the  council  of  war,  a.s  stated  in  the  preceding 
letter,  but  the  mere  alternative  presented  bv 
the  mstruclion  of  the  letter,  the  simple  choice 
between  the  two  modes  of  attack.

Scarcely  since  the  adoption  of  the  federal 
s:onstitution  has  there  a circumstance  occurred 
so  completely  calculated  eventually  to  injure 
the  United  States  as  the  late  abandonment  of 
the  cmbar8;’o  and  non-importation  laws.  Mer- 
cantile cupidity  now  triumphs  withsavape  ex- 
tillation  over  the  virtuous  patriotism  of  the 
virtuous  part  of  the  .American  people  The 
policy  which  we  have  labored  to  maintain  for 
the  last  13  years  with  so  many  s.acrificcs — 
which  led  to  the  estahlishment  of  indepen- 
dence, by  putting  into  operation  the  resources 
of  our  own  country,  seems  now  to  be  abandon- 
ed by  the  formal  and  solemn  acts  of  our  presi- 
dent and  conpress. 

Ourcountrv  istobefilled  with  Rritish  poods* 
and  the  whole  commerce  of  the  United 
States  is  to  subserve  the  views  of  the  enemy. 

Thus  a deat-hblnw  is  aimed  at  our  own  mnnu- 
factories — and  support  offered  to  those  of  our 
enemy  !

.Vot  in  our  own,  except  we  t.ake  British  li 
censes — and  thus  our  trade  is  placed  under 
the  protection  of,  and  operates  as  a revenue  to 
the  enemy. 

The  manufacturer,  who  has  been  invited  bv 
the  ada/>t!on  of  restrictions,  to  expend  his  ca- 
pital in  the  erection  of  extensive  & costly  estab 
llshmenis  for  the  Independence  of  the  countrv, 
is  abandoned  by  the  povernment  of  the  countrv, 
at  the  verr  moment  of  successful  experiment ! 
The  farmer,  the  honest  and  patriotic  cultiva- 
tor of  the  earth,  the  soul  of  American  society,

Hut,  what  are  these  considerations  compared 
with  a nation's  disgrace  ? What  must  every 
independent  American  think  of  his  President  | 
and  Congress — what  must  the  world  think  of 
them,  when  they  can  deliberately  fy  from  a system 
'•which  they  had  imposed  upon  the  nation  at  great 
vacrafees,  before  there  had  been  opportunity  to 
give  that  system  effect  ? It  has  exposed  the 
weakness  of  -Mr.  Madison  and  his  congress, 
and  our  enemies  will  note  the  information  and 
use  it.  ' 

The  repeal  of  the  embargo  by  the  10th  con- 
gress was  universally  execrated  by  the  patriotic  ' 
part  of  the  .American  people. — Then,  tliere  was  | 
a shadow  of  excuse.  They  pretended  at  least 
to  fear  civil  war.  Of  this  there  is  now  no  ap- 1 
prehension.  The  Yankees  with  all  their  blus-  ^ 
tering  are  incapable  of  impressing  the  hum- 
blest citizen  in  the  republic  with  even  a sus- 
picion that  they  will  rebel. 

Amidst  the  difficulties  which  assail  from 
without  and  within,  patriots  ho  vever  will  not 
forsake  their  principles.

Albany,  .April  8. 

Flxtract  of  a letter  from  an  officer  of  the  army 
to  the  editor,  dated  at  Odlelcwn,  T Lower  Can- 
ada J .March  31,  1814. 

To  record  the  events  of  battles  is  a task 
which  none  but  the  most  accomplished  histo- 
rian, or  the  most  experienced  soldier  can  with 
justice  perform  ; but  I have  always  thought  it 
praiseworthy  and  honorable  to  pay  the  homage 
of  respect  to  individual  br.averv,  and  embla- 
zon to  the  world  the  valor  and  firmness  dis. 
played  by  troops  exposed  to  hardships  and  to 
dangers 

Y'esterday  morning  Maj.  Gen.  Wilkinson 
left  Champlain,  at  the  head  of  his  division,  and 
arrived  here  about  1 o’clock,  P.  M. — The  first 
object  of  this  movement  I understand  was  the 
reduction  of  the  enemy’s  fortress  at  the  river 
La  Cole,  about  4 miles  distant  from  this  place. 

.After  the  troops  had  halted  here  a few  min- 
utes to  refi  esh  themselves,  we  proceeded  uj)  the 
road,  when  our  advance  under  Col.  tllark  and 
Maj.  Forsyth,  was  attacked  hy  a strong  force 
of  the  enemy.  Gen.  Risscll  was  ordered  to 
support  th.at  point  of  the  action,  which  he  did 
with  spirit,  and  the  enemy  were  compelled  to 
retire  with  loss.  Major  Gen.  Wilkinson  was 
at  this  time  on  the  field  of  action,  exposed  to 
the  fire  of  the  enemy,  and  displayed  that  char- 
acteristic fortitude  and  firmness,  which  are  so 
peculiar  to  himself  in  days  of  peril  and  tri- 
bulation. \V>  had  also  the  pleasure  of  wit- 
nessing the  inefficary  of  the  Congreve  rock- 
ets, several  of  which  were  ihrown  bv  the  ene- 
my in  and  about  our  column,  exploded  and 
proved'  as  harmless  as  the  smoke  which  issued 
I'roni  them.  But  permit  me  so  to  suggest, 
hat  this  was  a mere  skirmish,  when  compar- 
<1  with  the  conflict  which  succeeded  it,  in  our 
lUack  upon  tlie  enemy’s  strung  position  in  the 
afternoon,  at  the  river  La  Cole  Their  force 


at  that  place  consisted  of  about  IJOO  regulars, 
which  was  increased  during  the  action  by  re- 
inforcements from  the  Isle  au  Noix.  Many 
were  posted  in  a stone  building,  the  walls  of 
which  are  said  to  be  nearly  four  feet  in  thick- 
ness, and  impregnable  to  every  thing  but  the 
heaviest  artillery ; others  in  a black-house 
and  surrounding  buildings,  which  serve  to 
protect  them  for  a time  from  the  impression 
of  our  miisquetrv.  We  arrived  at  the  river 
about  3 P.  M.  with  Col.  Clark  and  M.sj.  For- 
syth, as  the  advance  guard,  wh  i h.ad  been  con- 
siderably exposed  to  fire  on  their  fl.anks  in 
passing  through  the  woods  to  the  river.  Capt 
M'Pherson  succeeded  the  advance  with  4 pie- 
ces of  artillery;  this  galhint  officer  was  mili- 
tary secretary  to  .Maj  Gen.  Wilkinson,  but 
his  proud  aspiring  spirit  could  not  be  appeas- 
ed until  the  general  permitted  him  to  take 
command  of  the  battery. — It  was  then  that 
M'Pherson  w.as  himself — cool,  collected  and 
firm,  lie  stood  by  his  pieces  under  the  most 
galling  and  exposed  fire  of  the  enemy,  until 
a second  shot  laid  him  low  ; the  first  shot  pass- 
ed through  the  fleshy  p.  rt  of  his  neck  ; with 
the  intrepidity  of  a veteran,  he  lore  off  his 
handkerchief,  bound  it  round  tiis  wound,  and 
went  on  with  his  work  of  duly.  But,  alas  ! 
the  next  wa.s the  unkindest cut  of  all:  the  hall 
passed  through  the  upper  part  of  his  thigh 
hone,  fractured  it,  and  he  was  borne  from  the 
field  exhorting  his  remaining  officer  and  men 
to  support  the  honor  of  the  command,  ami 
persevere. 

I his  battery  was  placed  in  a strong  and 
roinmanding  position,  within  about  250  yards 
of  tlie  stone  building  of  tlie  enemy,  against 
which  its  strongest  fire  was  levelled  Lieut. 
Larribee,  an  officer  of  real  merit,  attached  to 
this  battery,  had  received  a ball  through  his 
breast,  and  was  taken  from  the  field  before  the 
wounded  M’Pherson.  The  command  of  this 
battery,  about  half  past  four,  devolved  solely 
upon  lieutenant  Sheldon,  who,  in  the  early 
part  of  the  action,  manifested  the  greatest 
firmness  and  courage,  but  now,  bein^  reduced 
to  but  one  or  two  men  to  aid  him,  his  valor 
and  activity  were  strikingly  conspicuous — he 
was  compelled  to  assist  in  loading  and  dis- 
charging his  pieces  with  his  own  hands. 

The  infantry  were  formed  on  the  right  and 
left  of  the  arfillerv,  consisting  of  brig,  general 
Smitli  and  Bissell’s  brigades,  the  former  on 
the  right,  the  latter  on  the  left.  Too  much 
cannot  be  said  of  the  firmness  and  unafiating 
valor  of  these  in  sustaining  the  heavy  and  des- 
tructhie  fire  of  the  enemy ; and  here  let  me 
mention  •nee  more  our  beloved  and  intrepid 
commander  in  chief — undismased  and  unap- 
palled, he  stood  in  the  very  thick  of  battle  : 

" Like  mount  Atlas — 

“ When  storms  and  tempest  thunder  at  its 
brow, 

’’  And  Oceana  break  their  billows  at  its  feet.” 

Frequently  was  he  exhorted  by  his  stafl',  to 
repair  heymnd  the  reach  cf  danger,  but  his  uni- 
form reply  to  the  anxious  entreaties  of  his  offi- 
cers, was,  “ I will  never  turn  mv  back  upon 
the  enemy,”  expressing  at  several  different 
limes,  a determination,  in  case  tfie  enemy 
should  give  us  an  opportunity  to  make  a suc- 
cessful attack  in  line  of  battle,  to  lead  them  to 
thechagein  person.  His  uniform  conduct  on 
the  field,  the  collected  and  deliberate  manner 
in  which  his  orders  were  communicated  to  his 
aids,  and  the  zeal  he  evinced  for  the  success  of 
the  enterprize,  gave  the  most  universal  satis- 
faction to  the  troops,  and  inspired  a love  and 
confidence  whicli  nothing  in  the  world  can 
abate 

In  the  course  of  the  action  several  despe- 
rate charges  were  made  by  the  enemy  upon  our 
artillery,  and  the  right  flank  of  gen.  Bissell’s 
command,  but  they  soon  felt  the  destructive fu- 
ry  of  our  fire,  md  were  compelled  to  retire 
with  tlie  hiss  (in  one  charge  particularly,)  ofa 
captain,  and  leaving  15  dead  upon  the  field. 

The  advantageous  position  of  the  enemy  in 
their  strong  holds,  the  inefficacy  of  12  and  6 
pounders,  on  a stone  huiUting  of  4 feet  thick 
ness,  and  the  utter  im|  ossibility  of  briiigin.; 
up  an  18  ihrougli  obstructed  roads,  swamps 
and  forests,  induced  the  commander  in  chiet 
to  order  the  return  of  the  troops  to  th'S  place, 
which  order  was  executed  in  the  most  delibe- 
rate and  satisfactory  manner,  in  the  verv  face 
of  the  enemy,  wlio  dared  not  venture  from'  their 
fortress  to  pursue  or  molest  us.  The  army  ar- 
riveil  here  just  about  dark,  by  a gr.adua|  and 
easy  march,  in  fine  spirits,  and  were  provided 
with  comfortable  quarters  for  the  night.  Thus 
ends  the  narrative  of  the  events  of  the  day.— 
Our  loss  may  be  computed  at  about  70  men 
killed  and  wounded  ; that  of  the  enemy,  if  ge- 
neral opinion  is  a test  of  truth,  must  have  been 
more.  The  action  continued  from  3 o’clock, 
P.  M.  until  half  past  five. 

The  Constitution  has  captured  four 
prizes  during  her  cruise,  viz  : the  Fictou, 
a British  government  schooner  destroyed: 
Lovely  Ann,  sent  into  Barbadoes  with  i 
prisoners,  after  taking  out  part  of  her 
cargo  ; a brig  and  packet  schr.  which 
were  destroyed  ; the  cargoes  not  of  great 
value.  She  chased  the  Musquito  brig' 
into  shoal  water  near  Surrinam  and  iu , 
the  Mono  passage  fell  in  with  the  British  I 
frigate  La  Pique  which  ran  off  after  ob- 
serving the  Constitution’s  colors,  and  es- 
caped in  the  night  after  a long  chase. 
On  her  return  home,  she  has  been  off  Sa- 
vannah and  Charleston,  and  came  to  an- 
chor off  the  latter  place.  She  is  some  ^ 
what  leaky,  but  her  officers  and  crew  are 
in  fine  health  and  spirits.  A public  din- 
ner is  to  be  given  to  Capt.  Stewart,  and 
the  officers  of  the  frigate  Constitution,  af 
Salem. — Boston  Chron.
